also stated that the job of lower-
ing the pipes had given employ-
ment to 10 local men for two days
and asked Klusman, “If you knew
the work was being done ‘illegally’,
why did-you sign the pay checks?"

Steiner also explained that
Quandt had laid the water pipes
at the proper grade established at
the time they were laid and that
the former council which awarded
the Quandt franchise no doubt
realized the injustice of making
Quandt pay the cost of lowering
the pipes when the county
changed the grade.

Leonard Flays Mayor

Leonard objectea to the mayor
misquoting him and reminded
Klusman that he had distinctly
told the mayor that he could make
a test case of attempting to com-
pel Quandt to stand the cost of
lowering the pipes, but that he
(Leonard) had known of cases in
which the board of supervisors had
set aside $60,000 for the removal
of pole lines from proposed high-
ways. “I want the mayor to stick
to facts when he quotes me,” said
the City Engineer.

Steiner told Klusman that when
the council appointed Klusman
mayor, it did not authorize him to
do.all the work he is doing. “We

did not make you a field man to
go snooping around, butting into
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everyone's business,” sald Steinef

Klusman countered that as
mayor he was ex-officlo member
of all committees, which Stefner
denied.

Wright Defends Steiner

In answer to Kidéman's state-
ment that Steiner did not consult
with other rffembers of his com-
mittee before atthorizing the
Quandt pipes fowered, Coundilman
Wright stated that Steinér had
taken up the matter with him be-
fore ordering the work. 3

Would Unseat Klusman

“You talk about disqualifying
Dr. Steiner,” sald Wright to Kius-
man. “You ought to be unseated
as mayor for what you have done
tonight!"

Ludlow Disgusted

“I wish we could ‘get rid of these
cat and dog fights in the wcity
council,” said Councilman Ludlow.

We have ' big
problems to solve, including the
expenditure of $140,000, and yet we
have taken up half an hour over
a $40 matter,” continued Ludlow,

However, Ludlow's remarks ap-
parently fell on deaf ears for
Klusman opened up a fiery attack
upon the police department, and
advocated the, xeduction of wages
of all policemen and firemen on
duty to $120 a month, which is a
cut of $20 a month.

Leonard replied that
no other city geéts along with only
one member in its engineering
epartment, and stated that it was
impossible for one man to. hanafe
a transit and both ends of a chain,
Steiner stated that it was neces-
sary for the engineering depart-
ment to gather much advance data
ot propoged improvements . and
stated, “I would like to respect-
fully inform the mayor that he
simply does not understand the
problems of my department.”
